13 Demands Made 
Demonstrators launched the classroom 
boycott Monday in behalf of black student.s, 
who have submitted 13 demands to the 


university. The demands include the creation 
of a separate black studies department and 
admission of 90 Negroes who were ousted 
from Oshkosh State I niversity after a violent 
protest last November. 
“ What started out as black demands has 
become secondary,” said .Marshall Colston, 
a Negro faculty member. "The Third World 
Liberation Front. Students for Democratic 
Society and some other militant revolu- 
tionarv groups have used this as a pretext 
to do their thing.” 
Knowles said he had ordered out the 
guard at the request of Madison .Mayor Otto 
Festge. who said many of the city’s police 


ofticers had been on duty lor 18 hours

Saigon (ii’i 
—Sharp fighting broke out 
Wednesday along the arc formed by the 
Cambodian border northwest of Saigon and 
on the coast 100 miles east of the capital. 
Initial reports said 1L5 enemy had been 
killed, many of them by air strikes, artillery 
barrages and helicopter gunships. 


U.S. forces lost two helicopters shot down 
and destroyed wdth three men killed. Four 
other choppers were hit and damaged, but 
cither made to base on their own or were 
recovered. 
Fighting Steps Up 
.Action reports early Thursday indicated 
a stepped up pace of fighting in the Vietnam 
war only five days before the Tet lunar 
new year and two days before the start 
of a truce the Viet Cong have said they 
wull observe for the holiday. 
The Viet Cong announced previously a 
seven-day cease-fire beginning at 7 a.m. 
Saturday. The Saigon government is ex­ 
pected to annonnee a much shorter cease-fire 
L>r Tet. but has not yet made a firm, official 
statement on it. A cease-fire at Tet last 
year was shattered by the most savage 
Communist drive of the war.

Tell it like it is. say s th e y ounger generation, and th at’s 
th e approach generally used by an editorial writer. Sucb 
writers are not alway s correct but th at is not a necessary 
ingredient of th ings. Intelligence and integrity of position 
are th e essence of an editorial. 
So with that in mind, we will pro ceed to tell the peo ple 
o f West O why it is they are no t getting and po ssiblv 
sho uld no t hav e a traffic signal light at the Capito l Beach 
Dr. turno ff. The clamo r fo r such a light has been stro ng 
and understandably so . 
We don’t travel West 0 often but y ou don’t h ave to 
do so to know th at it is a very busy arlerial. .\nd any one 
wh o h asn’t been in th e area lately migh t not realize th e 
business and residential development th at h as taken place 
from th is intersection on north . 


Th us, if y ou are only reasonably familiar with th e area, 
y ou know’ th e intersection needs a traffic ligh t. As a matter 
of fact, City Traffic Engineer Robert Holsinger readily ad­ 
mits th at th e intersection needs such a ligh t, as well as 
improvement of th e entire intersection. 
So what is the rub? The pro blem is that there are 
no t sufficient funds to pro v ide all the signal needs that 
ex ist in Linco ln. There are a lo t o f intersectio ns in Linco ln 
that need o r co uld use traffic lights that do no t hav e them. 
In th e current fiscal y ear, th e city appropriated $54,000 
for traffic signal work. Th e actual demand is well in ex cess 
of $1 million, and tliis does not include many intersections 
wh ere it would simply be advisable and h elpful to h ave 
a signal. 
Th e city of Lincoln does not levy a single penny for 
street improvement. Rath er th an th e property tax , all Lincoln 
street improvement funds, ex cept signals, come from road 
user fees. 


This y ear, we hav e talked abo ut the bad weather and 
what it has do ne to the streets. The ho les in the street 
are due, no t to bad weather, but to neglect. Because we 
do n’t hav e eno ugh mo ney , we try to make o ur pav ing 
last to o lo ng. Pav ing that has o utliv ed its life ex pectancy 
Is go ing to go to po t, regardless o f the weather. 
All th e weath er h as done is make th e situation a 
little more ex treme. W’e can blame th e weath er if we want 
but we migh t reasonably h ave ex pected th e winter to be 
cold and snowy . Th us, we sh ould h ave ex pected our old, worn- 
out paving to crack up and leave big h oles in th e streets. 
Again, it is a matter of money — monev and leadersh ip. 
It is th e latter th at gets th e former. We h aven’t h ad any 
leadersh ip on capital improvements and, th erefore, we 
h aven’t any money . 
But back to West 0. Sh ould it h ave a ligh t w'h en oth er 
areas in need lack one? Signalization work is done according 
to a priority calculation th at accounts for traffic and 
pedestrian volumes, accidents and oth er information. 
Many intersectio ns in Linco ln rank ahead o f West O 
and Capito l Beach. It isn’t that a light is no t needed there, 
but that a lo t o f intersectio ns need o ne wo rse and there 
Isn’t eno ugh mo ney fo r all o f them.

Th ere is a h igh er traffic volume, for instance, at West 
0 and High way 6. AdditionaUy , th ere h ave been four ac­ 
cidents th is y ear to date at West 0 and 6 and none at 
West 0 and Capitol Beach Dr. Last y ear, 23 accidents 
took place at West 0 and 6 and seven at West 0 and 
Capitol Beach . 
Th e point is not to be made against West 0 and Capitol 
Beach Dr. Th e point of all th is is to encourage greater 
public understanding. 
canno t hav e what they want and what is needed 
If they fail to pro v ide the rev enue. They canno t turn do wn 
Iwnd issues and co mplain abo ut tax es and ex pect to get 
the serv ices they want.

Urban Renewal Legislation 


A bill now pending in th e Legislature 
would treat Lincoln th e same as all oth er 
communities in th e state in th at it would 
not require a public vote to create an urban 
renewal auth ority , 
LB67 0, 
sponsored 
by 
Sen. 
Jerome 
Warner, would take away th at provision, 
peculiar only to Lincoln, th at h as ex isted 
since 1961. No oth er city in th e state re­ 
quires its citizens to vote on urban renewal 
matters. 
In 1961, wh en forces in Omah a and 
Lincoln were working for a standard urban 
renewal law, th ere was agitation h ere for 
a vote requirement and a majority of Lin­ 
coln senators supported th at viewpoint. 
Hopefully , th is y ear, th e senators will 


pass th e bill taking Lincoln out of a 
discriminaitory class and permitting th is 
city to better take advantage of a program 
th at h as been of tremendous service to 
th ousands of cities across th e country . 
Voters would still h ave control of urban 
renewal projects th rough th e election of 
City Council members as council approval 
is necessary on projects involving an urban 
renewal auth ority , including th e acquisition 
of land. Th e council would also decide 
wh eth er to create a limited urban renewal 
auth ority or a general auth ority wh ich ex ­ 
ists despite th e completion of a project. 
Lincoln could benefit by th e passage 
of LB67 0.

Patchwork Prairie Country 


Once again, communist actions h ave 
muddied th e waters of world peace, th is 
time along th e corridors leading into West 
Berlin. Th ese ground corridors will be 
blocked for West German officials planning 
to attend a parliamentary election in West 
Berlin 
for 
a 
new 
president 
of 
West 
Germany . 
Th e action is not expected to lead to 
any major clash between East and West 
but it is certainly not a good omen. It 
demonstrates, at least, th at th e voice of 
th e militants in th e Soviet Union is a strong 
one, possibly dominant. It is Russia, of 
course, wh ich calls th e sh ots in East 
Germany , th e source of all Berlin trouble. 
Wh at adds significance to th e m atter 
is th at President Nixon h as been sh owing 
almost dovish signs during h is first month 
in office. He ch anged from nuclear superior­ 
ity to nuclear sufficiency , h as adopted a soft 
stand in Asia and th e Middle East, h as 
asked for Senate ratification of th e nuclear 


non-proliferation treaty and h as asked for 
a review of U.S. anti-missile defense sy stem 
plans. 


Every th ing th at h e h as done to date 
h as appeared aimed at reach ing some kind 
of agreement with th e communis« t world 
th at migh t give at least limited assurance 
of peace. Th e closing of land routes into 
West Berlin is to inject a th orn into such 
efforts. 
Th e Russians ih ay h ave any number 
of reasons for taking th e action th ey h ave 
but if th ey want to test th e new ad- 
rninistration’s 
determination, 
th ey a r e 
likely to get a pretty quick answer. Despite 
h is actions to date, it is reasonable to 
assume th at President Nixon will deal 
firmly with communist th reats and coer­ 
cion. Th e Kremlin could be treating ligh tly 
wh at is possibly th e most encouraging at­ 
mosph ere for peace th at h as ex isted in 
many y ears.

Solotts Refuse To Drop 
School Elections Rule 


By Associated Press 
Despite the importuning of 
Sen. J. Jam es Waldron of I 
Callaway, 
the 
Legislature' 
refused Wednesday to drop: 
the requirement that persons I 
voting in school district elec­ 
tions either own taxed pro­ 
perty or have children of' 
school age.

Waldron had sponsored a 
bill, LB23 6 , to require only 
that a person be at least 21 
years old and have resided in 
the school district for 40 days 
to be eligible to vote at any 
school district meeting or 
school election. 
But the bill as it emerged 
from 
the Education Com­ 
mittee reinstated the property 
0 w nership-school 
children 
requirement and simply add­ 
ed to the condition a require­ 
ment that the person be a 
registered voter. 
Departure From Intent 
Waldron complained at this 
departure from the intent of 
his bill. 
He noted that all adults pay 
sales taxes and some pay 
state income taxes, and “ I 
don’t know why a person: 
should be disenfranchised” 


because he does not owti pro­ 
perty. 
E a s i n g t he v o t i n g 
qualification “ is not going to 
change the balance of power 
in school districts,” he said.

name as sponsor and Sen. 
Lester 
Harsh

McCook 
volunteered to become the 
bill’s sponsor. 
The bill was advanced from 
general file on a 3 24 vote.

Terry Carpenter's amended

Rome s u b s e q u e n t l y 
became a Christian city and 
the custom was kept but 
changed to honor gentle St. 
Valentine, a C h r i s t i a n 
martyr whose birthday fell 
in mid-February. The draw­ 
ing was also retained but the 
names picked 
by chance 
were those of saints. For a 
year, the religious partici­ 
pant attempted to emulate 
the life and attributes of the 
saint he had chosen. 
Research shows that, as 
centuries passed, the holidav 
remained a religious one. But 
it became a day for the giv­ 
ing of small gifts to close 
friends, loved ones and the 
girls next door. 
In medieval England the 
day became a contest. When 
two friends met, the first to 


.shout. “ Tis St. Valentine'.s 
Day.” was entitled to receive 
a gift from the other. 
Cards 
and 
candy 
are 
today's ' ‘ s e n t i m e n t a l 
remembrances” though the 
custom of cards began at the 
beginning of the 18th Cen­ 
tury. The oldest known card 
dates back to 1710. Made in 
Germany, it bore the picture 
of a turtle dove. Under the 
picture, written in ink. was 
the message “ Greet my love 
1,000 times.” 
Valentines 
were 
hand 
creations 
then 
and 
each 
lover tried to be his most 
imaginative and thoughtful 
self. 
M e s s a g e s 
were 
carefully written with goose- 
quill pens. Pamphlets were 
available for those who w ere 
not creative and from these 
offerings, 
entitled 
‘‘Polite 
Valentine 
Writers,” 
each 
would copy an appropriate 
message for his love. 
During the Victorian Kra 
in England, valentines were 


typical of the period Valen­ 
tines featured lace, feathers, 
fringe, waxed leaves and, of 
course, they were perfumed. 
Messages 
were 
somewhat 
“ mushy” and even the comic 
valentines, which had come 
in vogue, were overstuffed 
with vulgarity. 
I t 
t o ok 
r o m a n t i c 
Americans 
and 
the 
20ih 
Century 
to 
change 
the 
Valentines into simple, sw eet 
messages. Around the turn 
of the 
century, 
valentine 
m e s s a g e s 
were 
more 
friendly than romantic. But 
in th e Roaring Twenties, 
valentines 
again 
became 
decorative, but conforming 
to the emancipated aura ot 
the decade, messages were 
breezy 
rather 
than 
sen­ 
timental. 
Today, 
valentines 
are 
romantic: 
they’re 
funny; 
some 
are 
just 
friendly.

Pl^^er w'as Gerry Philbin, now perhaps the most 
skilled member of the J ets’ defensiv e unit. Discov ering 
such athletes for the J ets was (ieorge Sauer’s J ob, but 
no longer. He has been hired by the riv al Boston Patriots 
of the American Football League as their new general 
manager. Ironically , his departure has placed his con- 
Iribution to the success of the J ets in its proper focus. 
In addition to finding Philbin, he suggested the drafting 
of SIX play ers who dev eloped into starters on the Super 
Bowl champions ~ Dav e Herman, Pete Lammons, Randy 
Rasmussen, Verlon Biggs, J ohn Elliott and, of course, 
his son, George Sauer J r.
